New York, April 10.—[{Special.}—John Al- 
bert Skoog, a counterfelter of world-wide 
reputation, who escaped from jail at Joliet, 
Ill., four Fears ago, is a prisoner in this city, 


captured one of the most complete counter- 
felting plants ever discovered. Skoog at- 
tempted suicide when he was arrested on 
Tuesday afternoon, and it was not untif to- 
day that his identity was exposed. 

An attempt to pass a Danish counterfeit 
note at a banking office in Broadway led to 
the arrest of the man. The clerks discov- 
ered the real nature of the bill and called an 
omoer, but Skoog fied. He was pursued 
thro the streets, and when brought ni 
bay shot himself twice in the head. 


~ ‘Identified as Noted Counterfeiter. 
The wounded man was removed to the Hud- 
son Street Hospital, where he gave the name 
of Albert Jensen.“ Secret service officers 
who visited him in the hospital at once rec- 
ognized him as John A. Skoog, known to them 
to be wanted in Chicago on a charge of coun- 
terfeiting and jail-breaking. 

When Chief Hazen went to the Hudson 
Street Hospital to identify the prisoner he 
found in Skoog’s pockets three terfeit 
notes and a meal ticket in the of Alfred 
Brown, 601 Grand street, Brocken. These 
revealed the location of his plant, which to- 
night is in the hands of the government. 
Emil Mobert, an alleged accomplice, was 
found in the place and arrested. 


Plant in a Photograph Gallery. 
, The Grand street place was run as an ordi- 
nary photograph gallery, Skoog living under 
the name of Brown. In the rooms were found 
plates for 100-kroner notes, plates for 50- 
kroner notes on the Bank of Copenhagen, in 
Denmark; plates for the United States §5 sil- 
ver certificate of the last issue, and plates.

News of Skoog’s capture was received yes- | 
terday Captain Porter of the United 
States t service, and arrangements 
‘were at once made to have him returned to 
this city for trial. Judge Kohlsaat issued a 
bench warrant for the prisoner, and a copy 
of the indictment, which was voted several 
years ago, was mailed to the authorities in 
the East. 

The arrest was considered of so much im- 
portance that a cablegram was sent to the 
authorities in Sweden, who have been wait- 
‘Ing to take possession of Skoog as soon as 
the United States government got through 
with him, | 


First Arrested in Chisage. 

Skoog was arrested on Jan. 28, 1897, at 
Hopkins“ Theater. He changed a $20 bill at 
the box office, put the change carelessly into 
his overcoat pocket, and walked into the 
playhouse. The manager detécted the coun- 
terfeit and had the man arrested. 

Secret Service Operatives Porter and Gal- 
laher had a talk with the prisoner and se- 
cured a confession which led to the finding 
of his plant. They searched his house, near 
Fifty-first and Justine streets, and securéd 
a complete outfit for making the bogus bills. 


over $8,000 worth of the bogus Swedish 
Skoog said he alone was engaged in the 
business of making and passing the coun- 
terfeits, of which fifty or more of the $20 
bills are known to have been in circulation. 
Many of these were recovered long after- 
ward, and one or two have been found in the 
last few weeks. The bogus kroner notes 
were sent to Sweden, and many are a 
to be in circulation there. 


‘Escapes from Joliet Jail. 


Pending a hearing of his case before the

Foley and Jacob Johnson. The latter two 
sawed the window bars of the jail, while

He was seen in Brooklyn a year ago, and is 
said to have been passed by a policeman who 
ed him, but would not go beyond his

Son of Wealthy Parents. 


John Albert Skoog is a. Swede and 18 38 
years old. He was born in Stockholm and 
was the son of wealthy parents. 

Skoog came to this country years ago and 
began to use his unusual ability as an en- 
grayer by making plates for counterfeit 
In January, 1897, there was a circulation of 
about 510,000 in counterfeit $20 silver cer. 
tificates, showing the finest workmanship. 
In September of 1898 two government om. 
cers from Sweden came to this country, 
bringing with them about $150,000 worth of 
100 kroner counterfeit notes which had been 
circulated in Sweden by excurstonists from

Shortly after 8 o'clock on last 
morning Erickson left his home and went to 
his jewelry store in Davis street to look up 
a matter he had entered on his books. Two 
hours later Mrs. Erickson called at the store 
on her way to church and found her husband 
lying on the floor in the rear af the store, ap- 
| parently asleep. She tried to arouse him, but 
falied, and, becoming alarmed, she sum- 
moned a physician. The doctor after ex- 
amining Erickson stated that he was in a 
bypnotic sleep. It was after 12 o'clock be- 
fore Erickson shook. off the spell and re- 
gained control of his faculties. . 

_ Erickson stated afterward that 0 was 
easily able to understand what was said by 
those around him, while he was in the 
hypnotic sleep, but was powerless to make 
any reply. He was unable to explain how he 
fell into the sleep. 

On Tuesday noon Erickson startled the 
occupants of a crowded restaurant in Davis 
street by walking in and demanding a seat 
in a loud voice. When a chair like those 
occupied by the other diners was men 
to him, he cried out: 

Take it away! 
is one fit for the Czar of Russia to sit in.“ 

' Erickson then threw his head back in dis- 
dain and walked out. 

Erickson returned to his home later, where 
he was induced to remain until physicians 
were summoned. Drs. Baird and Edwards 
were called and prescribed complete rest. 
Since then he has been under the almost con- 
stant care of the members of the Nen and 
the physicians. . 

Erickson has been in the business 
for twenty years. He has worked early and 
late, and it is thought that his constant 
labor has brought’ on a nervous condition 
that is partially responsible. for his present 
trouble, In speaking of the matter last even- 
ing Dr. Edwards, one of the anne physi- 
cians, said: 

“It is a remarkable case and one com- 
paratively rare in medical practice, Erick- 
son has been in a trance condition a part of 
the time and is a victim of what is known 
as auto-hypnotism. It is well known to 
medical practitioners that a person whose 
mind dwells a great dea! on hypnotic sub- 
jects often becomes a Victim ot self-hyp- 
notism. One case is recorded where a num- 
ber of people who had been attending a 
lecture on the subject finally became ac- 
eustomed to sinking into the hypnotic state 
upon the striking of a clock.” | 
Relatives of Mr. Erickson stated yester- 
day that he was suffering only from nervous 
trouble, due to overwork, and that he would 
be able to resume work in a few days.

f How to Get Good Soil. 

Editor of The Tribune: I was much in- 
terested in your editorial in yesterday's issue 
en the subject of back-yard gardens and your 
competition for the best gardens and window 
boxes. I know by many years’ actual experi- 
ence that it is possible to raise a good many 
flowers in a back yard only 25x40 feet and still 
leave room enough for the stringing of the 
weekly clothes line. But the question of 
soil is a serious one and apt to hamper the 
most enthusiastic amateur gardeher, the 
average soil in this city consisting, as it does, 
largely of clay, which is, to say the least, not 
fertile. It is for this reason that I write to 
tell you, for the benefit of those who may be 
‘interested in the matter, that it is possible to 
make a fertile garden without the outlay of 
anything but a little labor, by simply using 
the piles of dirt that are left in the streets 
By the street sweepers. This dirt contains

! Good Fertilizer. 

Editor of The Tribune: The writer of your 
Hints No. 1 is correct as to the need of fer. 
tilizers, especially for grass plats, but he ad- 

nearly una na the average ama- 
teur gardener. He can not buy it in the seed 
store nor does he know where it can be had 
within reach of his purse. This drawback 
has kept many from trying to grow grass or 
flowers in the sand that makes up the soil 
of most of ‘our city lots. To obviate’ this 
trouble I have for many years been experi- 
menting in my garden with fertiligers and 
finally fully demonstrated that the best fer- 
tilizer for general use—say for grass and 
shrubs, including roses and flowing plants 
and bulbs—is raw bone meal. Do not touch 
what they call roasted bone or burned bone, 
for the real fertilizing qualities are taken out 
of them, and nothing to speak of is left in 
them except charcoal, and that.in our sand 
is useless. 

The raw bone meal is simply uncooked and 
unburned bones ground into a fine powder

‘buy this raw bone meal of the fertiger 
makers at the Union Stock-Yards if you wish 
to buy by the barrel (a weighs about 
500 pounds), of you can buy it in smaller 
lots of any of. the seed dealers.

dy the smaller lot you will have to pay a 
little more. It is substantially odorless, and 


us use fs in no way offensive on potted 


plants in the house. It is as valuable to.the 
plant in the pot as it is to the grass on the 
lawn. There are potent objections to guano, 
phosphates,  superphosphates, nitrate of 
soda, and all artificial fertilizers; and none 
are “just as good as the raw bone meal 
tor the purposes in question. ee 

The fertilizer is. lasting, so that a thorough 
dressing of a lawn with it is enough for three 
years, but I prefer to put on a smaller dress- 
ing every spring. A full drecsing for our 


»| lawns is 2,000 pounds per acre, but if you will 


put on 800 to 1.000 pounds per year it will be 


| tound more satisfactory than double that 


only once in three years. For the convenience 
of small lot owners I would say 1,000 pounds 
per acre means about two and a quarter 
pounds for each ten feet square (that is, 100 
square feet of surface). If you wish to use 
at the rate of 1,500 pounds per acre you 
should use about three and a half pounds 
tor each ten feet square, or if at the rate of 
| one ton (2,000 pounds) per acre, you would 
use, say, five pounds per ten square feet. 
For roses and other plants in pots a table 
‘spoonful to a pot four inches across the 
— is enough, and this should be dug into the 


You can repeat this dose for your pot 
plants two or three times: during the sum- 
mer, as you will lose much ot the powder 
by the way you water your pots. For a 
newly planted rose out doors two table 
spoonfuls is enough. For larger plants more. 
can be used, but you must not use too much, 


as the plant can only take up and dispose of 
a certain quantity of any tilizer, and 
more than that ts injurious. “‘Geranfums” 


and similar budding plants can be given 
about the same quantity as you would give 
it if in a pot. For the fertilization of grass 
the meal had better be put on just before 
sprinkling or before an expected rain-storm. 
If sown on the grass when the dew is on 
there will be no loss from the wind. ,

MAYOR ON TRACTION PROBLEM. 


Monday night before the Council, Mayor 
Harrison summed up the requirements for 
street railway renewals as follows: (1) 
Compensation to the city based upon a 
percentage of gross receipts.

The most interesting fact about this pro- 
gram of the Mayor is its gradual evolu- 
tion, His first message, delivered four years 
ago, did not even suggest that there was 
such a thing as a street railway question, 
although the Humphrey bills were then 


| pending. His second message merely re- 


ferred to the report of the so-called Harlan 
committee, His third message, that of 


| two years ago, contained no discussion of the 


subject. His fourth message, that of one year 


| ago, mentioned the first four points above, 


together with a provision for a referendum, 
as the five great points ” which should gov- 
ern any “ franchise extension.“ His mes- 
gage of Monday night omits—doubtless in 
deference to the modified recommendation 
of the Street Railway commission on the 
subject—the demand for the referendum, 
but it contains three additional demands— 
namely: for a waiver of the “ 99-year act,” 
for grooved rails, and for the underground 
trolley within an extensive district. 
While this development means on the 
oné hand that Mayor Harrison has not led 
but has followed public sentiment on this 
subject, it means on the other that he is 
attentive to that sentiment, and that he 
is open to the ideas ot others which have 
become current. It means also that he 


‘| may be expected in due time to add further 


to his program—to realize the great im- 
portance of through routes as against down- 
town -loops, of reasonable transfer privi- 
leges, of reduced fares as against “ com- 
pensation,” of indeterminate grants as a 
means for insuring control of the city at all 
times over the entire transit question. 
Indeed, the Mayor's own developing ideas 
afford conspicuous evidence of the fact that 
no one is wise enough today to fix the terms 
on which rapid trapsit should be provided 
in this city twenty years or ten years hence. 
His program must advance far enough to 
recognize this fact—if he would be equal to 
the question. ee 


DIRT, IDLENESS, AND TAXES, 

At almost any time of the day there may 
now be seen, at or near a certain Wést Side 
corner, from 50 to 150 able-bodied men 
grouped on the sidewalks waiting for em- 
ployment. They have lately arrived from 
Greece, and many of them hope soon to get 
work on the steam railroads. In the mean- 
time they are idle and without resources. 

In the gutters of one of the streets which 
intersect at this corner, and which is paved 
with brick, the filth is several inches deep. 


| The other street is without a trace of the 


cedar block pavenient which it once had, 
and is a “mudhole” or a dust heap” ac~- 
cording to the weather. There is no money 
in the City Treasury with which to clean 
the one street, and the adjacent owners 
have, many of them, felt too poor to pave 
the other. 7 4 
The men in question live in the adjacent 
houses, crowded into rooms almost bare of 
furnishings, each man paying a mere far- 
thing forrentand making only the meagerest 


purchases in the neighboring stores. Being 


without work, they are also without money. 

Here is a striking example of that vicious. 
circle of economics which’ is perpetually 
illustrated to a greater or less extent in our 
midst, and which has a vital relation both 
to public and private welfare. The circle 
is this: The streets cannot be cleaned be- 
cause the city lacks revenue; the landlords 
and proprietors cannot contribute more rev- 
enue because their incomeis so low; their in- 
come is low because people around them 
have little money for rent and trade; pef- 
have little to spend because they. lack 

ork; they lack work because the city lacks 
revenue. | 

If the idle men could be paid to clean the 
streets they could then pay rent and profits 
to owners, who could then pay more taxes to 
the city, which could then pay its additional 
employés—and the circulating dollar would 
have benefited every one concerned without 
itself being reduced. | 

The outcry against increased taxes has 
often been indiscriminating. 4 private 
firm’s prosperity may increase with its main- 
tenance account.

The one prerequisite in either case is not

THE THEFT OF GOLD BARS. : 

Mystery envelops the theft of three bars 
of gold from the specie-room of the steam- 
ship Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. The rob- 
ber, whoever he is, has shown that-he is 
Ingenious as well as bold. The bars were 
shipped in an iron-bound cask of oak from 
the National City Bank of New York and 
the theft was discovered when the steamer 
arrived at Cherbourg. The precautions 
taken on shipboard are so elaborate that 
it would be natural to suppose the gold was 
stolen before the cask reached the vessel, 
but the action of the steamship company in 
offering a large reward indicates that the. 
theft occurred on board, probably in ac 
cordance with a carefully prepared plan. 

Presumably the strong room w4s 
by the use of duplicate keys, but no matter 
what the robber’s method was he had no 
easy task in escaping from the vesse with 
his plunder. The three bars of gold, having 
a total value of $22,750, weighed over 100 
pounds troy. Such a weight of metal is 
not easily concealed. The theft was not 
discovered until most of the passengers had 
left the vessel, but the baggage of all seems 
to have been searched thoroughly. Ap- 
parently the thief must have carried the 
gold ashore on his person. The limited 
amount stolen seems to show that he had 
this method in view. Yet the thirty-pound 
bars would be extremely awkward things 
to conceal, He may have had the necessary 
tools for cutting the bars into small pieces, 
which would simplify his problem. 

No doubt the thief was among the first 


passengers to land. Ashe undoubtedly took 


the trip for the express purpose of robbery

gelt with baggage. Being of a retiring. 
disposition, he will probably seek some se- 
cluded spot, where, with a crucible, he can 
melt the stolen bars into nuggets that can- 
not be identified.

A NOVELTY IN CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Probably the most curious feature of the 
new charter for New York City prepared 
by the Revisiop committee is the change 
made in the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. This board practically rules the 
city, since it controls the finances. Under 
the charter of 1897 it has consisted of the 
Mayor, Controller, Corporation Counsel, 
President of the Council, and the President 
of the Department of Taxes and Assess- 
ments. Th objection made to this arrange- 
ment is that two of these five officials are 
appointed by the Mayor, thus making it 


possible for the Mayor to control the board, | 


As a matter of fact, however, the arrang 
ment has given good results. 5 
The new Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment is to consist of the Mayor, the 
Controller, the President of the Council, 
and the fiye Presidents of the boroughs. But 
these eight men are to have sixteen votes, 
and at this point the striking novelty of 


the scheme appears. The Mayor, the Con- 


troller, and the President of the Aldermen 
are to have three votes apiece and hence 
will control] the board—while the relative im- 
portance of the boroughs is provided for by 
giving the representatives of Brooklyn and 
Manhattan two votes apiece and one vote 
each to the -other borough Presidents. 
The object of this curious arrangement is 
to prevent log‘rolling combinations for the 
undue promotion of local interests. By 
giving the controlling power to the three 
men who are elected by the whole city it 
is expected that the financial affairs will 
be managed in the general interest. The 
chief function of the borough Presidents 
will be to speak for their local needs, 

The arrangement is ingenious and its 


working will be watched with a good deal | 


of interest. In theory it seems to be well 
planned to guard against the possible treach- 
ery of individual members, but its suecess 
depends upon the disinterested honesty of 
each of the three controlling members. An 
unsafe man in one of those offices will be 


able to throw his extra power in favor of 


a bad measure, and by combining with 
borough Presidents control the action of the 
board. The safety of the city’s interests 
will depend upon the wisdom of the voters 
in choosing the three chief members. Pd 
THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING MYSTERY. 

The act to provide for the erection of the 
Chicago government building directed the 
Secretary of the Treasury to award the 
contract to the lowest bidder. In compli- 
ance with that act he advertised for pro- 


tractor Peirce was found to be entitled to 
the job. If the plans on which he and other 
contractors based their bids had remained 


unaltered there would be no room for doubt | 


as to the execution in letter and in spirit of 
the requirement of the law that the con- 
tract be awarded to the lowest bidder. 

But the plans are not what they were 
when competing contractors figured on 
them. They have undergone a variety of 
deforming changes, most of them ostensibly 
for the purpose of saving money for the 
government. The economy which mars the 
exterior of à stately pile that there may be 
more room for extravagance in tawdry in- 
terior decorations is not the kind of econo- 
my the government should practice. 


Since the contract was let the substitu- | 


tion of inferior for superior granite has been 
authorized. The sixty-ton monoliths, which 
would have cost so much for quarrying, for 
rail transportation, and for hauling through 
Chicago streets, have been ordered dis- 
placed by sectional columns, less imposing 
and less costly. Beauty has been sacrificed 
in the interest of pseudo economy. 

The original plans provided for ten-cut 
stone for the lower and eight-eut stone for 
the upper stories, It was assumed correct- 
ly that the use of granite thus finely fin- 
ished would make the building an architect- 
ural delight forever. The contractor has 
been permitted to use eight-cut for ten-cut 
and four-cut for eight-cut stone. The build- 


ing has been botched artistically. To make

There has been 
little trouble in enforcing this rule, for Paris 
street cars have not been patronized by the 
working population as are those in Chi- 
cago. But with the advent of the new 
underground electric system a change has 
come, It has placed fairly rapid transit 
within the reach of all classes, and the 
Parisians have not been slow in discovering 
the fact.' The cars have not been able to 
carry all the would-be passengers, and 
many prefer to hang to straps rather than 


walk or go in an omnibus or wait for the 


next car. One man fought with a conductor 
for a place in a crowded car, and the courts 
have sustained him. Soon Parisians may 
be as numerously attached to straps as are 
Chicagoans, 

The same phenomenon has been taking 
place in London since the subway has re- 
vealed to the staid Englishmen the possi- 
bilities of rapid transit. Extra passengers 
have been crowding themselves between the 
seats of full cars, much to the disgust of the 
first com who have tried to bar them out 
with “ ji or iron rods, across the 


spaces between the seats. But apparently. 


no law or contrivance can prevent people 
from crowding into public conveyances as 
long as there {s standing room. Courts
